t - LET SAFETY BE YOUR TARGET - 
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4. RANGE DISCIPLINE—The safety of competitors, range 
personnel and spectators requires continuous attention by all to the 
handling of firearms and caution in moving about the range. Self- 
discipline is necessary on the part of all competitors, range person¬ 
nel and spectators. Where such self-discipline is lacking it is the 
duty of the range personnel to enforce discipline, and the duty of 
competitors to assist in such enforcement. Competitors and others 
will attend these matches at their own risk. 

5. TOURNAMENT OPERATION—The conduct of the com¬ 
petitors while on the firing lines is under the control of the Range 
Officer and his Assistants. The general conduct of the matches 
is the responsibility of the Match Committee to whom protests 
will be referred by the Range Officer for a final decision. 

6. MATCH COMMITTEE — A Match Committee of three 
members of the Association shall be appointed to serve for tbe 
duration of the Provincial Pistol Matches or for any portion thereof 
as may be necessary. 

7. CLASSIFICATION—The classification categories of the 
C.C.A.M. and the N.R.A. will apply. Non-residents of Alberta 
will be required to compete in the Open class notwithstanding the 
classification they may hold. Competitors as defined above will 
be ineligible to win the Alberta Provincial Handgun Champion¬ 
ships. Classes will be a follows: 

1. Open (Master). 

2. Expert and Unclassified. 

3. Sharpshooter. 

4. Marksman. 

5. Tyro. 

N.B.—Definition of a Tyro: Rule 19.3 reads: Tyro competitors 
are competitors who have not previously fired in organized 
civilian, police or military pistol competitions regardless of the 
course of fire composing such matches. 

UNCLASSIFIED: Unclassified competitors are individuals who 
have not been issued an N.R.A. or C.C.A.M. official classifica¬ 
tion card or who do not present a Score Record Book for Pistol 
Competition (Rule No. 19.14). Such a competitor shall, unless 
he can qualify as a Tyro as prescribed in 19.3, fire through his 
first registered tournament in the Expert Class. 
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8. SQUADDING—Competitors will be squadded. Competitors 
sharing equipment should request separate squadding when sub¬ 
mitting entry forms. Only two competitors may share same equip- 


9. ENTRIES—Entries should be mailed to reach the Secretary 
not later than June 22nd. If facilities permit, entries will be accept¬ 
ed up to one-half hour before commencement of matches. C.C.- 
A.M. OR N.R.A. classification cards must be produced when 
picking up entry to substantiate classification claimed. Failure to 
provide this proof will place the shooter in the Expert Class 
throughout the entire tournament as provided in N.R.A. rule 19.7. 

10. AMMUNITION—9MM Ammunition! Service Issue 9MM 
Ammunition will be issued free to competitors using the 9MM 
Browning Service Pistol as issued by the Canadian Army. This 
ammunition will NOT be issued, sold or otherwise conveyed to 
competitors for use in other than the aforementioned Service Pistols. 

WARNING—SERVICE ISSUE 9MM AMMUNITION IS

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SECTION IX 

GENERAL INFORMATION AND 
CONDITIONS 


MEMBERSHIP AND AFFILIATION. 

(a) Membership in the Alberta Provincial Rifle Association 
is contingent upon payment of an annual fee or Life Membership. 
An annual subscription of $1.00 entitles privileges of membership, 
and to take part as a competitor in the annual matches. Cadets 
and Juniors are entitled to free membership. A membership crest 
may be purchased for $1.25. 

(b) Affiliation: Any Unit, Unit Rifle Association or Civilian 
Rifle Club may affiliate with the A.P.R.A. on payment of an 
affiliation fee (see Team Section). 


CLASSIFICATION. 

(a) GREENSHOT—A Greenshot is a competitor who has 
not in former years competed in any National, Dominion, Provin¬ 
cial or State Rifle Meet. A Greenshot remains in this class for 
the first year’s competition and automatically becomes a Tyro 
the second year. Irrespective of prizes won, a Greenshot does not 
become a Provincial Senior for second year's competition. 

(b) TYRO—A Tyro is a competitor whose name does not 
appear in the top 25% of the Alberta competitors who entered 
in the Grand Aggregate of the previous year's prize meeting. 

(c) SENIOR —A Senior is a competitor who has an average 
higher than that mentioned in the foregoing paragraph. Once a 
competitor has attained this standing he will remain a Senior for 
five years from the time he last attains this average. 

(d) NON-RESIDENTS—Persons residing outside the bound¬ 
aries of the Province of Alberta will be classified as Seniors. 
Visitors attending the annual prize meet a second year will auto¬ 
matically be placed in their proper class. 

N.B.—A Greenshot or Tyro remains in that class for the entire 
calendar year in which he competes irrespective of prizes won in 
any meets during that year. 

Regardless of the above, all competitors who are Seniors at 
the D.C.R.A. will be Seniors at the A.P.R.A. 
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ADMINISTRATION. 

(a) EXECUTIVE MEETING—In accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of the constitution, a meeting of the Executive Committee 
will be held at the pavilion, Monday evening, June 30th, at 8 p.m. 
for the purpose of appointing a Match Committee and such other 
business as may be brought before them. 

(b) MATCH COMMITTEE—A Match Committee will be 
appointed by the Executive Committee prior to the Prize Meeting. 
This committee of five members (three to form a quorum) will 
have the power to hear and rule on any protest or complaint or 
other matters submitted in writing through the secretary. Any 
decision made by the Match Committee shall be final. They may, 
however, at their discretion, refer any matter to the Executive 
Committee, in which case the decision of the Executive on said 
matter shall be final. 

The Match Committee "HAS NOT THE POWER TO 
ALTER THE CONDITIONS OF THE MATCHES". Such 
decisions must be referred to the Executive. Regular meetings 
of the Match Committee will be held each day during the Prize 
Meeting, immediately after the conclusion of the morning and 
evening shooting. Special meetings may be called by the chairman 

(c) SEMI-ANNUAL MEMBERS' MEETING — In accord¬ 
ance with the constitution, a meeting of all competitors will be held 
at the pavilion on Thursday, July 3rd, at 9.00 p.m. 

CAMP ACCOMMODATION—Through the courtesy of the 
District Ordnance Officer, Camp Accommodation will be provided 
for competitors out on the range. Bell tents will be provided 
free, and a nominal sum of $3.50 will be charged for camp 
accommodation and blankets for each individual using tents, etc. 

Q.M. STORES—Any stores required by units or individuals 
may be drawn from Q.M. Stores located in the pavilion. Request 
is made that such stores be drawn as early as possible. 

ENTRIES—Entries for the individual matches must be in the 
hands of the secretary ten days before the matches are scheduled 
to start. Competitors are earnestly requested to forward entry 
forms as early as possible. Payment may be forwarded with the 
entry form or may be made at any time before receiving match

The Executive Committee 
delegates the right to the Match Committee to seal the rifle of 
any competitor for examination at the conclusion of the Meet. The 
penalty for the introduction of any packing material in a No. 4 
Long Branch Service Rifle will be the forfeiture of all entrance 
fees and prize monies won, and two years' disqualification from 
entering any A.P.R.A. Sponsored Matches. The suspended com¬ 
petitor’s name will 'be forwarded to the D.C.R.A. at Ottawa for 
information. 

Rifle may be fitted with any type of aperture sight currently 
approved by the D.C.R.A. with the exception of the Service Con¬ 
ditions Matches. Trigger weight must be not less than five 
pounds. "Hie Chief Range Officer may test the trigger pull of any 
competitor’s rifle, but must test the pull of any competitor register, 
ing a possible. 

SLINGS—Sling, any color of leather or webbing, may be 
used as an assistance in shooting in all matches in which slings 
are authorized, and when used they must not exceed 54 inches 
in length, exclusive of the tongue and buckle. If any sling ex¬ 
ceeding the length specified is used, the competitor's score will 
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be disallowed. The sling may 'be placed around one arm or wrist, 
and around one only, and not around any other part of the body. 
No hook, or interior padding shall be used to retain the sling, or 
rifle in any particular position on the competitor's person. Noth¬ 
ing in the above regulation is to be taken as precluding the use 
of the American army type of sling. 1958 D.C.R.A. regulation 
states: Slings of U.S. Military Design, without pad or cuff, will 
be permitted. 

SQUADDING—Each competitor’s firing ticket will indicate 
in which squad he is scheduled to fire in each match. All com¬ 
petitors will report to the Range Statistician before proceeding to 
designated firing point, in all matches. Shooting will then be 
carried on with a time limit of 45 seconds for each shot from the 
time the target appears. THIS RULE WILL BE STRICTLY 
ENFORCED AT ALL TIMES. The score of any competitor 
who persists in exceeding the time limit may be disallowed by the 
Match Committee. 

COACHING—In competitions where individual prizes are 
being competed for, coaching of any kind is strictly prohibited. 
This prohibition includes competitors while on the firing points 
giving information to neighboring competitors. 

SIGHTING AND PRACTICE SHOTS. 

(a) Practice shot tickets may be purchased in strips of five 
from the office at a cost of 25c. One practice shot will be allowed 
before the first range each morning, in addition to the two com¬ 
pulsory free sighters. In addition, three practice shots will be 
allowed before the Herron Memorial Match and the Albertan 
Match. 

(b) Two free sighting shots will be allowed at each range 
in the squadded matches, and team matches. Also two free sight¬ 
ing shots will be allowed where ties have to be shot off and 
one on the resumption of firing, when the completion has been 
interrupted by cease fire, or delayed for a period exceeding ten 
minutes by any legitimate or unforseen cause which is not the 
fault of the competitor, or when in the judgment of the Chief Range 
Officer the circumstances justify such allowance. 

COMMUNICATION AND MARKING. 

TELEPHONES—The Executive will use its best endeavors 
to secure telephone communication with the butts, but should there 
be any breakdown in the arrangements, whether of a temporary or 
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permanent nature, such occurrence must not be allowed to inter¬ 
rupt the shooting, nor will it be admitted as a claim on the part 
of a competitor to any indulgence. 

CODE MESSAGES—In order to save time, the folowing code 
of messages will be used: 

Code messages, as follows, will be employed by range officers 
when communicating with the butt officer by telephone (in each 
case the target number will be given followed by the message 
number, viz): 

Message No. 1—Firing about to begin. 

Message No. 2—No spotting disc visible. 

Message No. 3—Spotting disc disagrees with value signalled. 
Examine target and re-signal correct value of shot last signalled. 

Message No. 4—Competitor claims a hit although none has 
been signalled. 

Message No. 5—Competitor has had target examined and a 
miss reported. He is now challenging for a hit. 

Message No. 6—Competitor has challenged and claims a value 
for his hit other than that which has been signalled. 

Message No. 7—'Marking is too slow—Hasten. 

Message No. 8—Next competitor to fire asks to have target 
examined and cleared. If a shot is found report to the Range 
Officer only, and DO NOT SIGNAL, the value. 

These signals will be passed to the Range Officer and under 
no circumstances will the telephone operator be instructed by the 
competitor to pass the signal direct to the Butts. Message 5 and 
6 require challenge tickets. 

MARKINGS—All hits on the target will be spotted by the use 
of a reversible Black and White marker at all ranges. Hits in 
the corners of the 200 to 600 yard targets outside the outer circle 
have no scoring value, but will be spotted. 

RICHOCHETS—In SRa competitions richochets are counted 
as direct hits. In SRb competitions a richochet is counted zero 
and recorded as a miss. No shot will be signalled as a richochet 
which does not give evidence that it has previously struck the 
ground by throwing sand or dirt against the target or into the 

CHALLENGES—The marking for value of a shot may be 
challenged before any other shot has been fired at the same 
target, on the sum of fifty cents being first deposited with the 
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Range Officer. If, on examination, the marking in question is 
confirmed, the challenge fee shall be forfeited without appeal. 
If, on the contrary, the objection proves well founded, the correct 
value will be signalled in the usual way, the fee shall be returned 
to the competitor who paid it, and the score altered in accordance 
with the decision received. In all challenges for value the Butt 
Officer’s decision shall be final. Competitors are requested to 
equip themselves with the proper change, and not to depend on 
the Range Officer being in the position to make change. 

We will endeavor to have a shooters’ representative in the Butts 
to examine, with the Butt Officer, all shots challenged, who will 
record their findings. 

CENTRAL V’s—Central V's are being used, and the Execu¬ 
tive would like you to get thoroughly acquainted with these by 
studying the following data: 

How to score Central V’s—Every time a Central V is sig¬ 
nalled from the Butts, it will be a large white V appearing on 
the black signal panel. It will be scored by the Register 
Keeper, by a Roman V instead of the customary figure 5. 
Example: The score of J. Black at 300 yards:

D.C.R.A. Regulations will apply for cash and trophies in all 
cases where the score in question is less than the H.P.’s for that 
match. Central V’s will only be counted where both competitors 
score a possible and D.C.R.A. regulations will still apply—place¬ 
ment of Black 5’s and V’s will count. Only in cases where scores 
are identical in placement of shots will a shoot-off be held for 
declaring match winner. 

REGISTERING AND SCORE CARDS — Register keepers 
will NOT be provided, but there will be a Registrar of Scores 
(Range Statistician) on the range. The procedure of registering 
and scoring will be as follows: 

1. Each competitor shall hand his match ticket to the Registrar. 

2. His ticket will be returned to him immediately and he will 
proceed to his designated target where he will turn his ticket 
over to the competitor on the same squad who will keep 
his score. 

3. When scores by ranges are completed, each competitor 
must verify and initial his match ticket which will also be 
signed by the competitor who kept the score. The ticket 
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will then be handed to the Registrar for retention. When 
his match ticket is completed it must be signed by the 
competitor. 

4. The individual match ticket contains the only detailed 
record of the competitor's score and is the official record. 
As each competitor is responsible for ensuring that his 
match ticket is properly completed before he leaves the 
butt, NO APPEAL as to mistakes will be considered there¬ 
after. 

5. Failure to turn in match cards will result in forfeiture of the 
score in the particular match concerned, but on written application 
to the Match Committee, the score may be re-instated in the aggre¬ 
gate, at the discretion of the Match Committee. 


CARDS NOT TURNED IN WILL HAVE THE SCORES 
FORFEITED FOR THAT MATCH. 


AGGREGATE CARDS—All Individual, Extra Series, V Bull 
Pool, Long Range and Grand Aggregate cards must be completed, 
signed and placed in the aggregate box, located in the pavilion, 
not later than one hour after completion of the last match included 
in the aggregate concerned. The competitor is responsible for its 
accuracy and is advised to sign the claim card as soon as received 
to faciltate recovery in case of loss. 

REFUNDS—All claims for return of entrance fees must be 
made prior to the commencement of the respective competitions. 
A refund will be made on unexpended extra series if applied for 
not later than 6 p.m., Saturday, July 5th. 

PRIZE LIST—The Executive Committee reserves the right 
to alter, amend or suspend any of the prize list published herein 
at any time previous to the firing of the match affected. 

PRESENTATION OF PRIZES—A formal presentation of 
principal trophies, medals and souvenirs will take place at the 
pavilion fifteen minutes after the conclusion of the Governor’s 

TROPHIES—All cups and other challenge trophies shall 
remain the property of the A.P.R.A. A resident of the Province 
of Alberta will be entitled to keep same in his possession, after 
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completion of the proper bond, until its return is requested by the 
secretary prior to the next annual matches. 

Any non-resident of the Province of Alberta, because of the 
risk of non-return of the trophy will be entitled only to have his 
name and date engraved on the trophy. 

NOTICE TO COMPETITORS—In cases not dealt with in 
the Provincial ‘Regulations, the D.C.R.A. Regulations of the cur¬ 
rent year will be consulted. Competitors must make themselves 
acquainted with the regulations and with the conditions of any 
match. In no case will a plea of ignorance be accepted. Com¬ 
petitors are warned to refer to the notice board frequently for 
special notices which alter the original details of shooting or which 
may affect them personally. Competitor's complaints must be sub¬ 
mitted in writing to the Secretary within one hour of the completion 
of the match or event concerned. 

MATCH SCORE BOARD—A Tournament record will be 
kept of all competitors on a prepared score board for the interest 
of competitors and visitors. 
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CONSTITUTION 

OF THE 

ALBERTA PROVINCIAL RIFLE ASSOCIATION 

Revised November 30, 1957 


SECTION 1—NAME 

That the Association be denominated “The Alberta Provincial 
Rifle Association." 


SECTION 2—OBJECTS 

1. To encourage marksmanship in all its branches among 
the citizens of Alberta; to encourage legislation for the establish¬ 
ment and maintenance of suitable ranges; to secure the issuance 
of arms and ammunition to those practicing on such ranges; and 
to create public interest for the encouragement of small arms shoot¬ 
ing both as a sport and as a necessary means of national defence. 

2. To assist in the formation and maintenance of shooting 

3. To sponsor annual prize meets for individuals and teams 
and to offer prizes for skill in shooting. 


SECTION 3—MEMBERSHIP 

1. All persons upon payment of the annual membership fee 
shall become members of the Association and shall be issued with 
an A.P.R.A. membership badge. This badge will be in force for 
the calendar year in which it was issued. 

2. (a) Life Members shall be presented with a Life Member¬ 
ship Pin. (The Secretary shall maintain a register of all Life 
Members who have received the pin and only one shall be pre¬ 
sented to each Life Member.) 

(b) Life Members shall be elected by the Association at the 
Annual General Meeting; outstanding service to the Association 
or cash donations of $50.00 or more will qualify an Individual for 
nomination. 
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3. Junior Members and Cadets shall receive the A.P.R.A. 
badge, free of cost, if taking part in one or more matches during 
the Annual Prize Meet. 


SECTION 4—PRIVILEGES OF MEMBERS 

1. Members are eligible to compete in any annual competition 
sponsored by the A.P.R.A. without having to pay an additional 
membership fee. 

2. To shoot as a team member in any league sponsored by 
the A.P.R.A. 

3. To vote at the Annual General Meeting of the Association. 

4. The support of the Association in all matters connected 
with shooting. 

SECTION 5—PATRONS 

There shall be a Patron and Vice-Patrons. The Lieutenant- 
Governor of the Province for the time being shall be respectfully 
requested to become Patron. 

SECTION 6—OFFICERS 

There shall be a President, four Vice-Presidents, and an 
Executive Committee of 18 members who shall be elected at the 
Annual General Meeting, and shall hold office until their successors 
are elected. Seven shall constitute a quorum. 

The Senior Naval Officer in Alberta, the Senior Army Officer 
in Alberta, the Senior Air Force Officer in Alberta, shall be ex- 
officio members of the Executive Committee. 


SECTION 7—POWERS OF THE EXECUTIVE 

1. The Executive shall have the arrangement of the income 
and the funds of the Association, rendering an account at the 
Annual General Meeting, such an account having been previously 
audited by a person not a member of the Executive. The Execu¬ 
tive shall have the entire management and superintendence of all 
affairs of the Association, and shall or may do all such acts 
and/or deeds as shall appear necessary or essential for the pur¬ 
pose of carrying into effect the objects of the Association. 

2. The Executive may from time to time make such rules 
and by-laws for its own guidance as may be deemed necessary, 
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and shall have the power to change the regulations and conditions 
of the matches from year to year. 

3. The Executive shall have power to fill any vacancy occa¬ 
sioned 'by death or resignation in their number from among the 
members of the Association. 

4. The Executive shall meet two weeks immediately prior 
to the Annual General Meeting for the purpose of approving 
the Nominating Committee’s report, and drawing up a list of 
recommendations for presentation to the Annual General Meeting 
and such other business as the occasion may demand. 


SECTION 8—DUTIES OF OFFICERS 

1. President—The President shall preside at all meetings of 
the Association. He shall be a member, ex-officio, of all regular 
and special committees and shall perform all such duties as usually 
pertain to his office. 

2. Vice-Presidents—(a) There shall be four Vice-Presidents 
who shall be the chairmen of the following committees: Program, 
Finance, Publicity and one who shall promote the activities of the 
Association in Northern and Central Alberta. 

(b) Each Vice-President shall be responsible, with his com¬ 
mittee to promote, plan, organize and generally give service to his 
own particular duty. 

(c) A Vice-President shall perform the duties of the President 
in his absence or at his request: the Vice-President to be named 
by the President. 

(d) The Vice-Presidents shall be members, ex-officio of all 
regular and special committees. 

3. Secretary—(a) The Secretary shall be appointed annually 
by the Executive. He shall receive such honorarium for his 
services as the Executive may approve. 

(b) The Secretary shall conduct all official correspondence, 
attest documents, and perform such duties as usually pertain to his 
office. The Secretary shall keep minutes of all meetings of the 
Association in a book set apart for that purpose. 

(c) The Secretary shall be in attendance at the Annual 
General Meeting, and be in charge of cups and trophies, etc., and 
making preparation for presentation, 

(d) The Secretary shall be responsible for notices of Execu¬ 
tive meetings to ordinary and ex-officio members of the Executive. 
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(e) The Secretary shall be responsible for notifying all mem¬ 
bers of Annual General Meetings or Special General Meetings. 

(f) All applications for membership shall be made to the 
Secretary. He shall be responsible for the collection of all dues 
and accounts except as laid down in Sec. 10, Par. 3 (d), and of 
remitting same to the Treasurer. 

4. Treasurer—(a) The Treasurer shall be appointed annually 
by the Executive. He shall receive such honorarium for his 
services as the Executive may approve. 

(b) The Treasurer shall have charge of the funds of the 
Association, and must be bonded. 

The funds shall be placed in the name of the Association 
in a chartered bank named by the Executive. The Treasurer 
shall keep an accurate account in the Association books kept 
for that purpose of all monies received and disbursed, which shall 
be open for inspection by any member of the Executive. 

(c) All payments (except prize money) in excess of Five 
($5.00) Dollars shall be paid by cheque, and all cheques shall be 
signed by the Treasurer and the Financial Vice-President or the 
President. 

(d) A detailed statement of all receipts and expenditures made 
up to and closed on the 31st day of August of each year shall be 
rendered by the Treasurer at the Annual General Meeting to 
which shall be attached the auditor’s certificate. 

(e) The Treasurer shall be reponsible for the payment of all 
prize money paid out at the prize meet. 


SECTION 9—SPECIAL COMMITTEES 


(A Vice-President is chairman of each of the following Com¬ 
mittees) : 

1. Program Committee: The Program Committee shall con¬ 
sist of: The Chairman and the Chairman of each of the sub¬ 
sections. They shall be responsible for: 

(a) The preparation and publication of the Program of the 
Annual Prize Meet. 
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(’b) Co-ordinating recommendations for matches put forward 
by each sub-section. 

(c) Maintaining very close liaison with the chairman of the 
Finance Committee. 

(d) and (e) left open. 

2. Finance Committee! The Finance Committee shall consist 
of all the members of the executive. The Vice-President in charge 
of Finance shall be chairman. The Finance Committee shall be 
responsible for: 

(a) Ways and means for the raising of finances for the 
organization. 

(b) Granting permission to the Chairman of the various sub¬ 
sections to interview and solicit special names, donations 
for their own particular branch. 

(c) Preparation of a budget. 

(d) and (e) left open. 

3. Publicity Committee! The Publicity Committee shall be 
responsible for: 

(a) Suitable advance publicity for all sections of the Meet 
prior to the holding of the Annual Prize Meet. 

(b) The creating of interest in the form of pictures, articles, 
etc., in the daily press. 

(c) The inclusion of tabulated results from day to day of the 
Annual or other Prize Meets in the daily press. 

(d) and (e) left open. 

SECTION 10—SUB-SECTIONS OF THE EXECUTIVE 
AND THEIR DUTIES 

The eighteen (18) Executive Members shall constitute six 
sub-sections (three members to each, the first named to be the 
chairman of that sub-section) as follows: 

1. Civilian Section. 

2. Services Section. 

3. Hunters Section. 

4. ]unior and Cadet Section. 

5. Small Bore Rifle Section. 

6. Handgun Section. 

Duties: (a) To promote, plan, organize and generally super- 
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vise and give service to their own particular 'branch of shooting; 
and to make recommendations to the Executive for the furthering 
of interest in that type of shooting in the Province of Alberta. 

The Services and Civilian Sections shall be jointly responsible 
for presentation of the Full Bore Matches. — _ 

(b) To draw up for approval of the Program Committee and 
the Executive as a whole, conditions of the various matches and 
prize list for their section in the Annual Provincial Meet. 

(c) Each Committee is responsible for soliciting special con¬ 
tributions for matches which are the responsibility of their section 
with permission from the chairman of the Finance Committee. 

(d) Each Committee is responsible for the conducting, organi¬ 
zation, and supervision and success of their particular events dur¬ 
ing the Annual Meeting, with the exception of the payment of 
cash prizes and the presentation of medals, etc. The Chairman of 
the Program Committee and the members of the Services Section 
and Civilian Section shall be responsible for preparation for the 
Full Bore Matches. In the case of Junior and Cadet, the Small 
Bore, Handgun and the Hunters Section, they are empowered to 
collect the necessary fees from competitors and to furnish a finan¬ 
cial statement to the treasurer of their operations, but not to pay 
prize money which in all cases is the duty of the Treasurer. 


SECTION 11—NOMINATING COMMITTEE 

The retiring Executive shall appoint from its members a Nom. 
inating Committee of not less than three nor more than five to 
bring forward to the Annual General Meeting a proposed slate 
of officers, including the Advisory Council, for election at that 


SECTION 12—ADVISORY COUNCIL 

1. The Advisory Council shall be proposed by the Nominating 
Committee and shall be elected at the Annual General Meeting 
in recognition of meritorious service and assistance in the promo¬ 
tion of the objects of the Alberta Provincial Rifle Association. 

2. Members of the Advisory Council shall be ex-officio mem¬ 
bers of the Executive and shall have power to vote. 

3. It shall be the duty of the Advisory Council to give their 
assistance and advice at all times to the Executive and to assist 
in the presentation of prizes at the Annual Prize Meet. 
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4. The Advisory Council shall be elected from Life Members 
only. 

SECTION 13—AUDITORS 

There shall be an auditor appointed by the Executive who 
shall not be a member of the Executive Committee. 


SECTION 14—ANNUAL PRIZE MEETING 

1. The Annual Prize Meet of the Association shall be held 
in Calgary at such time and under such regulations as may be 
determined by the Executive. Such Prize Meet shall be con¬ 
ducted by a Special Committee known as the Match Committee, 
comprised of five members, three to form a quorum, appointed by 
the Executive, either from the Executive Committee or other 
members of the Association, with power of substitution by the 
Executive Committee from time to time as occasion demands. 
Such Committee shall hear and determine all matters arising at 
the Prize Meet submitted for their consideration. Their decision 
shall be final, conclusive and binding, but they or a majority of 
them may refer any question to the Executive Committee. In 
such case the decision of the Executive Committee shall be final. 
The Match Committee shall not have the power to change the 
conditions of any matches. 

2. A Semi-Annual General Meeting shall be held during the 
Annual Prize Meet, in the evening on the range for the discussion 
of any matters that may be brought forward by any member. The 
time at which the meeting shall be called shall be set by the Execu. 
tive Committee and notice of the meeting shall be posted on the 
notice board not later than 12:00 o'clock noon of the day on which 
the meeting is to be held. 

3. Classification System: Qualifications quoted below apply 
to Service Rifle competitors only. Similar classifications with 
their own particular regulations shall apply to Small Bore and 
Revolver. 

(a) Only competitors using the service rifle or rifles currently 
in use by the armed services of Canada or the United 
States with any type of iron rear sights, shall qualify for 
prizes in the regular full bore matches. 

(b) Competitors in each class shall further be divided into the 
following three group classifications: 

Greenshot: A Greenshot is a competitor who has not in 
former years competed in any National, Dominioin, Pro-

vincial or State Rifle Meet. A Greenshot remains in 
this class for the first year's competition and automati¬ 
cally becomes a Tyro the second year. Irrespective of 
prizes won, a Greenshot does not become a Provincial 
Senior for second year's competition. 

Tyross A Tyro is a competitor whose name does not 
appear in the top 25% of the Alberta competitors who 
entered in Grand Aggregate of the previous year's prize 
meeting. 

Seniors: A Senior is a competitor who has an average 
higher than that mentioned in the foregoing paragraph. 
Once a competitor has attained this standing he will 
remain a senior for five years from the time he last 
attains this average. Regardless of the above, all com¬ 
petitors who are Seniors at the D.C.R.A. will be Seniors 
at the A.P.R.A. 

N.B. (a) A Greenshot or Tyro remains in that class for 
the entire calendar year in which he competes irrespective 
of prizes won in any meets during that year. 

(i>) The above classifications only with their own par¬ 
ticular regulations shall apply to the regular matches of 
the Small Bore Match Rifle section, the Pistol and Re¬ 
volver Regular Matches, and the Full Bore regular 
matches. (A competitor may be, for example, a Green¬ 
shot in the Pistol, a Tyro in the .22 Match Rifle, and at 
the same time a Senior in the Full Bore, or any other 
combination.) 

4. Ottawa Team: (a) The number of competitors forming the 
Alberta Rifle Team to Ottawa will depend upon the number of 
transportations granted to the Association. Competitors entered 
for the Ottawa Aggregate must give notice to the Secretary before 
leaving the ranges whether they will be available for the Alberta 
team. The team shall be selected by the Executive Committee 
from the Ottawa Aggregate, and their places shall be determined 
by the total of their scores. Only members of the R.C.N.V.R.. 
Reserve Army, R.C.A.F. Auxiliary, Cadet Services, R.C.M.P., 
ex-members of any of the Armed Services (ex-B.E.F., ex-C.E.F, 
or ex-CA.S.F.) members or ex-members of the Women’s Services, 
and members of the permanent or regular forces who are residents 
of Alberta are eligible for places on the Ottawa team. The 
Executive Committee reserves the right to pass over for any cause 
any of the winners of places in making up the team. 
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(b) Commandant of the team may be appointed by the Exe¬ 
cutive, and the Executive may appoint, or cause to be elected by 
the members of the team from among their members, a team captain 
and a team adjutant. 

SECTION 15—ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 

1. The Association shall hold its regular Annual Meeting on 
the third Saturday in October of each year, for the election of 
officers and for the purpose of adopting reports and for the tran¬ 
saction of such other business as may be properly brought before it. 

2. All members shall receive a notice in writing from the 
Secretary stating the time, place and date of the Annual General 
Meeting a least ten days in advance. 

3. At any Annual or Special General Meeting, 20 members 
entitled to vote shall constitute a quorum. 

4. Order of business: 

(a) Reading of Minutes. 

(b) President’s Report. 

(c) Ottawa Team Captain’s Report (or Commandant s) 

(d) Secretary’s Report. 

(e) Treasurer's Report. 

(f) Report of Committees. 

(g) Unfinished Business. 

(h) Inquiries. 

(i) Motions. 

(j) New Business. 

(k) Election of Officers. 

5. No alteration or amendment of the Constitution shall be 
made except by a resolution only passed at the Annual General 
Meeting or some adjournment thereof, and no resolution shall be 
proposed unless a notice in writing of the terms of the resolution, 
signed by two members as mover and seconder thereof, shall have 
been given to the Secretary one month prior to the Annual Meet¬ 
ing at which same is to be proposed. The Secretary shall notify 
all members of the proposed alteration or amendment at least ten 
days in advance. 

6. The Association year shall terminate on the 31st day of 
August of each year.
